The Editor, . 
Heonpkong Telegraph, : 
Sir,—So much had appeared 
in the Press of late in connection 
with the Slno-Jopancso _hoslilities 
that It is possible the reasons under- 
lying .the conflf{ct.. havo become 
obscured, ish 


May JI, therefore, ask that you be 
kind enough to publish in your 
esteemed paper the facts sect - out 
hereunder, which may, perhaps, help 
your rendcrs to realise that, much os 
we deplore the conflict, we hold that 
the blame is not ours, . 


Why are Japan and Chino fighting 
ench other and who began the fight- 
{ng?——-The view of the Japanese Is 
that she Is fighting in order to pro- 
tect her legitimate rights in China, 
and further to ecradicte the evil 
elements which have “l jen, and still 
are, trying to destroy frlendly rela- 
tlons between Jopan and China. 
The view of the Chinese is that she 
wants to drive out the Japanese {rom 
China and, If possible, to secure the 
return of Manchukuo. And again, 
us to who began the fighting, Japan 
soys that China did, The Chinese 
troops in Wanping, near Pciping, 
were deeply hostile to the Japanese 
garrison forces carrying on manocu- 
vres around Pelping. They frequent- 
ly interfered with Japanese troops. 
On'‘the night of July 7th this year, 
some of them went to the length of 
fring at o section of Japanese 
soldiers on ficld exercise. Then the 
trouble started, in spite of repeated 
efforts on the part of Japan at set 
tling the matter locally. 5 ue 


One might well ask, has Japan any 
right to statlon troops and carry out 
manoeuvres {n China, but the right of 
Japan to station troops in the 
Tientsin-Peiping area Is clearly 
recognised In treaties and enjoyed in 
common with America, Britain, 
France and Italy. China herself 
recognised ‘these rights, and the 
necessity to exercise the right was 
recognised by all these Powers .who 
stil} maintain their forces there. 
The reason belng that China {s fot o 
safe country to leave their country- 
men jn unprotected by armed 
forces on the = spet, One has 
only to recall the many cases of 
bandits and pirates looting foreign 
property, kidnapping and murdering 
innocent people. 


The attemps to settle the incident 
locally, at its carly stage, failed be- 
cause ‘the Chinese never meant to 
settie. Their leaders were awaiting 
a chance to Aight with Japan, and the 
rank and file entertalned uncon- 
trollable antagonism, the frult’ of 
years of antl-Japnanese education and 
propaganda, : 


The Chinese Government mobilis- 
ed forces numbering 500,000 in the 
North, and, massed 200,000 troops in 
the Shanghai areca, Jopanese troops 
were despitched to cope with this 
situation,’ and safeguard the lives 
and property of Japanese nationals, 
which were in actual danger of being 
wiped oul, The action of Japan, 
theretore, is not aggressive, but defen- 
sive. ; 


Japan may be justified in principle 
in fighting Chinese troops, but what 
nbout_the reports of non-combatants 
being attacked” frum™ the~alr, “would 
be the next point ralsed by one and 
wt. In reply to this, according to 
International Law, a garrisoned town 
ig subject to any form of bombard- 
ment. . ‘ . 

Nanking and Canton are heavily 
garrisoned ‘and fortificd. In Its sur~ 
rounding district ech ‘forms the 
actual centre of military operations 
for the Chinese troops, ~ : 

Japanese uvintion authorities have 
consistently {ssued warnings of im- 
pending attacks on military positions, 
so that civilians may avold injury 
from bombs hitting garrison bhead- 
quarters, acrodromes, arsenals, rail~ 
way stations facilitating movement of 
Chinese troops, and artillery and 
anti-aircraft locations. 

Japanese planes have tlso made 
a point of flying at low altitudes to 
ensure ‘accuracy in dropping bombs, 
although thereby they have greatly 
jeopardised thelr own safety, inas- 
much as both Nanking and: Canton 
are strongly defended by powerful 
anti-aircraft batteries. Japanese war 
planes hava never wilfully attacked 
non-combatants. 

Concerning the reported. attucks 
upon schools and hospitals, these -in- 
stitutions of learning ond humanity 
were desecrated by Chinese troops 
who had occupled and fortified the 
bulldings as shields for attack, or a3 
refuges for defence. In thls manner, 
to elte a few out of many exampics, 
were the Patriotle Girls’ School and 
the Sungtch Girls’ School of Shong- 
hal, and the Nankai University of 
Tientsin, converted into military 
establishments. 

As regards hospitals, it is the 
Chinese nnd not the Japanese who 


have been making oltacks on them. 
This is clearly substantiated by the 
example of the Japancac hospital ship, 
Asahi Maru; which was mado, the 
direct target of Chinese bombard- 
ments. : : 


The rights ond Interests of nationals 
of third Powers are not belng wilfully 
damaged and actually sacrificed in 
the conflict so far as the Japanese are 
concerned, as the Japanese comman~ 
ders have’ Issued statements that the 
rights and interests of the nationals 
of third Powors.would be fully pro- 
tected, and have ordered thelr forces 
to exert every possible care In this 
regard. It is Inevitable, however, 
that when’ such property Is occupied 
by, or otherwise uscd, to the ad- 
vantage of Chinese troops, It becomes 
subjected to direct attack. i 


The stoppage of constal traffic :en~ 
forced by the Japanese Navy will not 
hamper the rightful navigation of the 
vessels of third powers, as vessels 
engaged in peacetul trading are totally 
exempted from the restrictions and 
are free to approach the Chinese 
ports. 


Japan is now determined to fight 
the conflict to the finish, Peace will 
return only when China brings herself 
to realise the error of her ways— 
particularly of her bellef that Japan 
can be driven out of the Asiatic,con- 
tinent by force. Cae 


Japan wants the complete abandon- 
ment by the Chinese of the notion 
that Jopan {s their enemy, and the 
severance of oll ties between China 
and the communists, either native or 
foreign, who are working towards the 
undermining of the traditions and 
culture of Oriental civilization.

Sir,—Six ‘months ago I thought of 
writing regarding the unsatisfactory 
management .of the buses running 
atong the No. 1] Route in Kowloon, 
This I postponed again and again ox- 
pecting that such a glaring state of 
affairs would undoubtedly be correct~ 
ed throuph Information supplied by 
the Bus Inspectors -and Conductors 
of that route, To-dny the same 
annoyance and Snconvenlence to pas- 
gengers continue, and will continue, 
until the authorities concerned tnke 
auction. 

Therefore in usking, to be allowed 
to express. the following views 
through the courtesy of your columns, 
I feel sure 1 am but stating the une 
expressed grievances of the hundreds 
of: passengers who dally ure com- 
pelled to use that route, 

(1) The number of passengers 
using the No. HE , running be- 


tween Kowloon City and Shum Shut 
Po via Jordan Road Ferry, ja very 
much greaier than the number using 
the No. 3 Dus running between Kow- 
loon City und Stur Ferry, Yet there 
nre tivo No, 3 Buser to one No, 11; 
Bus. i 

(2) Inspectors and conductors, on 
being approached regarding the over- 
crowding on No, 11 route, say that 
thelr Company knows about the 
shortage of buses. Yet the No. 11 
Buses are of the same carrying capo 
clty us the No, 3 Buses, and there 
arc only six buses, running along 
the No. 11 route compared to 
cight buses of the No. 3 route. To 
make matters worse, the distance 
covered by the No, 11 route Is almost: 
twice that of No. 3 route. 

{3 The recent reduction of fares 
by the Bus Company in Kowloon Is 
a sign of their consideration for their 
passengers, But if passengers, with- 
out discrimination, are really, to 
benefit, the service along the No. 11 
route must be improved. At present 
many. are unable to take full advan- 


“| tude of the Second Class because of 


the overcrowding, while. great: In- 


‘| convenlence and delay are: caused to 


those who, though they. wish to take

GRIM PARABLE 


The Rev. K. Mackenzie Dow said: 
My text this morning Js taken from 
the gospel of St.John, Jesus goid, 
“T came. that they may have life, 
and have it overflowingly.” 

Perhaps the most cynical and bit- 
ter commentury that has’ eVer been 
passed on the high -ideolism of that 
utterance ts to be found in the writ- 
ings of that brilliant Irlshman, Oscar 
Wilde, Imagining a scene in the 
lite of Jesus, Wilde reconstructs this 
grim ttle “parable’—Jesus came one 
day from a great white plain to a 
purple city. As he passed through 
the first street, he heard volce over 
head, and looking up, saw o young 
mon lying drunk on a windowsill. 
Jesus said to him, “Why do you 
thus waste your soul in drunken- 
ness?” ‘The young man answered 
and said, “Lord, 1 was oa Ieper, and 
you healed me. What else is, there 
for me to do?” A little further 
through the town, Jesus came upon 
a.young..man, who _was following 
harlot, And Jesus 5 to” him, 
“why do you thus dissolve your soul 
in debouchery?" And the young 
mun answered and ‘said, “Lord, I 
was blind and you gave me back my 
sight. What else can I do?” Jesus 
went.on his way, and in the middle 
of the city he came upon an old 
man, crouching upon the ground and 
weeping bitterly, And when. Jesus 
asked him why he wept, the old man 
answered and said, “Lord, I was 
ded, und you ralsed me unto life 
again, What can I do but weep?"

T.thizus I know most of the ob- 
Jections whieh can be made against 
belle? in God, or against Christlan- 
ity. In fact, Ike most padres, I 
probably iknow them «a good deal 
better than thes average person who 
makes use of: them, So perhaps al- 
reudy I can guess nt an objection, 
or at least a question which might 
be put forward concerning this say~ 
ing of Jesus which we are using as 
our text....."l am come that they 
might have life, and have it more 
nbundantly.". Someone may well 
ask: ‘whnt do you mean, or rather, 
what did Jesus mean, when he 
spoke of “life''?’ Incldentally, the 
word ‘fe’ plays so great n part in 
the teaching of Jesus, thnt it fs well 
worth a moment's consideration. . In 
thls one word, perhaps more. than In 
any other, might be summed up the 
How fre- 
quently it occurs on his Upst "The 
words that I speak unto you, they 
are spirit, nnd they are Ife,” he 
sald on one occasion, On another, 
“Dam the way, the truth and the 
Ife," and again, a third time, “Ye 
will not come unto me that. ye 
might have Ilfe"" or .yet again, “I 
um the resurrection and the life,” or 
the words of our text. ‘These are 
only n few of the many passages 
where the idea occurs,in the words 
jaf Jesus. But what does he mean 
when he speaks thus of “life’? Ob- 
viously it cannot be athe ordinary 
usage of the word, in ‘the sense of 
‘ving’, or ‘alive-ness.' The kind of 
life we have niready. It was tn the 
world long before Christ came to it. 
Might I suggest that ' the best ap 
pronch to the understanding of the 
menning of the world, is to think 
of it ag ‘spiritual power’? . Life.... 


Jesus said, “I came that they 
might have life, and have it mare 
For God sent not 


the world, 
through Him. might be. saved... And 
this is the condemnation, that light 
ig come into the world, - and men 
loved darkness rather than ‘Jight, be~ 
cnuse their deeds were evil.” 

Let not the grimness of the par- 
able'a cynicism blind you to the 
true identity .of the people whom 
Wilde is describing! He is not 
necessarily imagining the future his- 
tory of the blind man, the leper, 
and the resurrected Lazarus only, 
He may be describing you. He may 
be describing me. The one lesson 
which Wilde's cynicism docs bring 
home to us Ss this, that Christ's com- 
ing is meant to make a difference 
between the old and the new, and 
that Christ's healing. power does nol 
stop nt healing only. It must vnst- 
ly affect the fulure of all who have 
Been made aware of it, If there- 
otter we continue to live our lives,

This was the whole purpose of Jesus! 
coming to carth, that.he might im- 
part ‘this “inward~ spiritual--force;~or 
life, to men.and women. 

What a tremendous .claim these 
words of Jesus make for his powers! 
And yet, the curious thing is, that 
we never doubt them, or consider 
thom as idle words. “They do not 
fll us with the same feeling of 
amused scepticism with which we 
rend the advertisements of expon- 
ents of- popular psychology, who 
claim to be able to give us “pence” 
or “radiant living.” We accept this 
claim of Jesus’ examination, nlmost, 
because the whole of his life -was 
the complete cmbodiment of the 
Ideal he taught. If ever anyone had 
life, in this sense of Inward spiritual 
it was him whom we call 
‘the carpenter of Nazareth.’ Ie was 
Master of the Art -of Living. 


CURIOUS PHENOMENON 


Quiller Couch, the English writer 
and novelist, tells usin one of his 
books, that In his own young, days, 
a curious phenomenon was observ- 
able among the younger school of 
writers in Britain. They all seemed 
to be writing with one eye fixed on 
a far-off islet of the Southern Sens, 
hoping that a certain man named 
Robert Louis Stevenson might not 
find thelr worle unworthy “Surely 
another ‘age,” writes Quiller Couch, 
“will wonder over this curiosity of 
letters....that . for five years, . the 
needle of liternry, endeavour in

ident llving, for, those who test them 
fn the fires of experience. Firstly, 
he revealed the true nature of God. 
Through Him:« we know thot thero is 
one God, and one God only, Who 
has ecrented this universe, and Who 
controls {t ‘completely in’ wisdom 
and In love, Therefore, no matter 
how much uppearances seem to beliq 
our ‘hope, we still have. calm con- 
fidence in Him. And looking back 
on the long course of human history 
ls this faith not justified, that God 
fs over all and in all? Impediments 
and hindrances to God's purposes 
there may have been, and slill may 
be; but God “can afford to be very 
patient for He Is eternal." It is thig 
clief in the eternal and unchange- 
nble nature of God, Who rules the 
world Jn wisdom and In love; Who 
Is the same ‘yesterdny, to-day and 
forever, which is one of the founda- 
tlons which anyone must have who 
would face JIfe In quietness and con- 
fidence, Without such a belief, falth 
or hope'enn be no more than moods 
of the moment, : ‘ 


CHRIST'S INFLUENCE 


To this knowledge of God, Jesus: 


added the revelation of a God Who 
cares for ench one of us, ns though 
euch one were His only one. Not 
even ‘the wrongs, and sins whereby 
we wound Hils lave for us can cast 
us off from ‘His affection, The 
doubtful and the penitent need only 
read the parable of the Prodigal Son

The fellowship of 
Christ's presence will not make us 
insusceptible to the assnults of 
temptation, but the more we seck 
{ts Influence, the -Iess - vulnerable 
shnll we be. -

site died off. Patient rescarch show- 
ed the expert ,how to combat the 
attacks of the pest.

AUSTIN BREAKS THROUGH 

‘The score In Austin’s favour wos 
o—-2, 3-0, 7—5, 6-2.

The. Edllor,; : 

Hongkong Telegraph, 
‘ Sir—So much had appeared 
In the Press of late in connection 
with the Slno-Japancse hostilities 
that it Is possible the reasons under- 
lying the conflict have become 
obscured, 

May !, therefore, ask that you be 
in your 
esteemed paper the facts set out 
hereunder, which may, perhaps, help 
your renders to realise that, much a3 
We deplure the conflict, we hold that 
the blame ix not ours, ‘ 

Why are Japan and China Aghting 
each other and who began the fight- 
inz?—The view of the Japanese fs 
that she is fighting in order to pro- 
tect her legitimate rights in Chinn, 
and further to eradiente the evil 
elements whieh have been; and stitl 
nre, trying to destroy friendly rela- 
tlons between Japan. and China, 
The view of the Chinese fs that she 
wants to drive out the Japanese from 
Chinn and, if possible, to sceure the 
return.of Manchukuo, And again, 
ds to Who begun the fighting, Japan 
says that Chinn did, The Chinese 
troops In Wanping, — near Pelping, 
were deeply hostile to the Japanese 
tarrison forces carrying on manocu- 
vres uround Pelping. They frequent- 
ly interfered with Japanese troops. 
On the night of July 7th this year, 
some of them went to the length of 
firing at: a section of Japanesc 
soldiers on field exercise, Then the 
trouble started, in) spite of repeated 
efforts on the part of Japan at set- 
tling the mutter locally. 

One might well ask, has Japan ony 
riaht to station troops and carry, out 
manocuvres In China, but the right of 
Japan to station troops in the 
Thentsin-Pelping areca Is clearly 
reconised tn treaties and enjoyed in 
common with’ America, Britain, 
France und) Italy, China herself 
recognised these rights, and the 
necessity to exercise the right was 
reconnised by all these Powers who 
sti) maintain thelr forces there. 
The reason being that China js not a 
safe country to leave their coyntry- 
men {n ‘unprotected by armed 
forces on the spot, One has 
only to recall ie many cases of 
bandits and pirates looting, foreign 
property, kidnapping and murdering 
Innocent people. 

‘The attemps to settle the incident 
locally, at its carly stage, failed be- 
cause the Chinese never meant to 
settle,’ Their leaders were awniting 
a chance to fight with Japan, and the 
tank and fle entertained tuncon- 
trollable antagonism, the fruit of 
yeurs of antl-Japanese education and 
propaganda, 

The Chinese Government mobilis- 
ed forces numbering 500,000 in the 
North, and massed 200,000 troops in 
the Shanghal area. Japanese troops 
were despatched to cope with this 
situation, and safeguard the lives 
and property of Japanese nationals, 
which were In actual danger of being 
wiped out, The action of Japan, 
therenare: Is not aggressive, but defen- 
sive. oo 

Sopan may be justified in principle 
In fighting Chinese troops, but what 
nbout the reports of: non-combatants 
being attacked from the alr, would 
be the next point raised by one and 
ult, In reply to this, according to 
International Law, a garrisoned town 
Is subject to any form of bombard~ 


for the Chinese troops, 

Japanese aviation authorities have 
consistently issued warnings of im- 
pending attacks on military positions, 
so that civilians may avoid injury 
from bombs hitting garrison head- 
quarters, acrodromes, arsenals, rail- 
way stations facilitating movement of 
Chinese troops, and artillery and 
antlealrcraft locations, O54 
_ Japanese planes have also made 
a point of flying at low altitudes to 
ensure accuracy in dropping bombs, 
although thereby they have greatly 
jeopardised their own safety, Inas- 
much ng both Nanking ond Canton 
are strongly defended by powerful 
anti-aircraft batterics. Japanese war 
plones hava never willully attacked 
non-combatants. | 

Con¢erning the reported attacks 
upon schools and hospitals, these in- 
stitutions of learning and humanity 
were desecrated by Chinese troops 
who had occupied and fortified the 
bulldings as shields for attack, or as 
refuges for defence. In thls manner, 
to clte a few out of mony cxamples, 
were the Patriotic Girls' School and 
the Sungteh Girls’ School of Shang- 
hai, and the Nankal Universily of 
Tientsin, converted into: milltary 
establishments. 

As regards hospitals, it is the 
Chinese and not the Japanese who 
have been making attacks on them. 
Thia Is clearly substantinted by the 
example of the Japanese hospital ship, 
Asahi Maru, which was .made the 
direct target of Chinese bombard- 
ments, . 

The rights and intcrests of natlonals 
of third Powers are not being wilfully 
damaged and actually sucrificed [n- 
the conflict so far as the Japanese arc 


concerned, as the Japanese comman- 
ders have. {issuce statements that the 
rights ond interests of the nationals 
of third Powers would be fully pro- 
tected, and have ordered their forces 
to exert every possitice care In this 
regard, It Is inevitable, however, 
that when such property is occupied 
by, or otherwise uscd, to the ad- 
vantage of Chinese troopa, it becomes 
sublected to direct attack, < 

The stoppage of coastal traflc cn- 
forced by wie Japanese Navy will not 
hamper the rightful navigatton of the 
vessels of third powers, as vessels 
engaged in peaceful trading are totally 
exempted from the regtrictlona and 
dre free to approach the Chinese 
ports. | i 

Japan Js now determined- to fight 
the conflict to the finish, Peace will 
return only when China brings herself 
to realise the error of her ways— 
particulyrly of her bellef that Japan 
can be driven out of-the Ariatic con- 
tinent by force. 

Jopan wants the complete: abandon- 
ment by the Chinese of the notlon 
that Japan Is thelr enemy, ond the 
severance of oll tles between Chinw 
and the communists, elther native or 
forelyn, Who are working towards the 
undermining of the traditions and 
culture of Oriental civilization.
